A BY-LAW 

To authorize certain ofiScials td borrow 
money to meet current expenditure. 

WIIKItK VS, by Bub-aeotion i:« of section 05, 
of tho "Municipal Act, 1891," it ia on- 
acted that the Municipal Council of any city 
within tho Province of British Columbia be 
authorized, under tbo conditions therein ex- 
pressed, to borrow from any person such sum of 
money, and bearing such rate Of interest, us 
may be requisite to moot the current legal ex- 
penditure of tho Corporation, which bci oiiies 
jinyablo out of the annual revcnuo before Mie 
rovenue for tho year becomes payahli; l>y thu 
taxpayers. 

And WHKHKAH. it ia found necessary, in or- 
der to mtct the current legal cxuonilituro uf 
tho Corporation of tho City of Victoiiii to lor' 
row tho sums of money hereinafter mentioned, 
in accordance with tho provisiona i f taid siili- 
section 133 of section UD of said "Municipal 
Act, I81I1." 

TnicKEPORE, bo it enacted by tho Mayor and 
Aldormea rt the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria as follows : 

(1) It shall be lawful for tho Corporation, of 
tho City of Victoria to borrow from the Bank 
of British North America such sums as may bo 
requisite to meet the current lo^al cxiiendit to 
of the faid Corporation, which hccumiia piy- 
alile out of the Municipal revcnuo, an<l tlio 
■iino\intssQ horrowcil shall be repayable and 
repaid on or before tho .'IImL day of December, 
A. ]}., I8UI, out of tho Municipal revcnuo for 
the said year. 

(2) Tlie amounts so borrowed shall not exceed 
in the whole tho sum of two hundred thouHand 
dollars ($200,000), and the rate .of Interest pay- 
able theredn shall not' exceed, the rateoC six. 
percent per annum. 

(3) The obligation to bo given to tho raid 
bank chall bo in writing, signed hy tho Ma\ or 
and the Clerk of tho Mnnlclpal OounOtl of tho 
said Corporation, and shall bo in tho form of a 
promissory note, and shall bear the corporate 
seal of the aaid (;orporatlon. 

(4) All agreenientH for advancca lieroloforo 
miulo for aalil hank are hereby coiiflrini d.

It' was a bitter and 
biting denonciafcion of the plaintiff, referred 
with contempt lo his entreaty to tbe 
defendants to say they were mistaken 
and scoring him for his lailure to liein md 
thiit he Co placed face to face with his 
accusers. He pointed out that Cuinming'a 
cool and iinrufilrd dcnieunour in court 
refuted his own evidaico, that ho lost 
Ilia head at Tranby Croft wlien the 
charge of cheating was brought against 
liim. He drew a startling picture of Sir 
William bitting among bin fiieuds, con- 
versing and cheating, 8'e.iltlidy adding 
counter to counter, and reaping the ill- 
gotten fruits. His action was baser than 
burglars' for lie entered and roi)bed the 
lioina of his friends. Sir Charles w.ia 
never more spirited and striking and held 
tbe court ^pull-bound hy li'S olnquoiice. 

Tlic Court adjourned liofore he had com- 
pleted bis address, and he will continue on 
Monday,

Llak of the Cues Trledrf A Ughi Docket-^ 
Freaentment of the Orand Jury. 

(Boforo Mr. Justice Walkom.) 
The spring usaizea ab Kuniloops opened 
on Muuday, at 10 u. m., ' Mr. Justice 
Walkem presiding, and was brouglit to » 
termination on Tuesday evening. ; 
The Crown, -was represented by; Mr. W. 
Whittaker, of Karoloops; ITolIowing Is 
the result of .the bases on the docket : 

Regina' y.' Thomas Brady— Tlic prisoner 
-was tried on two charges. First, unBaulting 
Convict Guard McLureu ; eecond, esctipo 
from the chuin-gang. 

On the first chiirge, Bnidy was convicted 
and oentencud to lliree years' imprisonniout 
in the penileiiliury. On the second charge, 
prisonor was discharged, tx3 the judgo ruled 
that the conviction under wliich Jkudy was 
do>ained in custody was hail. 

Regina v. Oco. Forsythe — Tlie prisoner 
was indicted upon two charges of maliciously 
killing caltlo at Nicola, the property of Mr. 
P. Molvitrick. 

The Grand Jury found no bill in either 

rcaae, and Foisythe vaa discharged. 
*'liegina v. Geo. Houchard — This was a 
case from the district of Kootenuy, in which 
a change of venue was obtiiiiicd The 
prisoner wua charged with receiving stolen 
property, to wit, about 100 lbs of ciant 
powder, the property of the B. C. Smelting 
Co., nt Field. 

The accused was very ably defended by 
Mr. A. I... Bclyoa, of the iirm of iJilyeu &, 
Gregory, of Victoria, and after aii absence 
of about two hours the jury returned u ver 
diet of not euilty. 

The following is the presentment of the 
Grand .Jury : — 

To the Ilonorahk Mr. Jus/ire Walkem. 

May it pleiiso your Lordship. — We, the 
Grand Jury, now assembled, desire to re- 
port as follows : That we have made a visit 
to the hospital, which we find retains its 
hitherto good name for cleanliness, order 
and comfort to the inmates, and, in our 
opinion, is a creditable reflection on the 
medical attendant, the nurse and the direc 
tors. 

We noticed the improvements to the 
building, now in course of erection, and 
were much pleaded to see the laying out of 
-the grounds witli trees and grass plots. 
^,The gaol, also, which wo visited, we con- 
sider in a satisfactory condition, and for 
this state of ali'airs we believe credit is due 
to the officer in charge. We de^ire, however, 
to suggest the following improvements, viz : 
the exti-nsion of the window overlooking 
the yrird in such a manner as will affoid 
the ofiicer on duty a more commamling 
view of the prisoners. We think the 
present accommodation insufficient, more 
cells being required for the number of 
prisoners. 

With regard to the recent outbreak 
among the chain gang, we suggest aa an 
improvement.the appointing of an additi 
onal or assistant guard, more especially 
when the prisoners are all at work on the 
outside of the gaol. 

_ We regret the necessity we feel for par- 
ticularly calling attention to the tinheuUhy 
and abominably filthy state of the buck 
yar^s and closets of some of the hotels, 
u well 'as those' at' the rear uf the buildinga 
bordering the' bank of the river. We con- 
sider.the present condition of these parts pre- 
judicial to the health of the people and 
^the^growth and reputation of the town. 
jXoirHrds the better currying out of justice 
in the neighboring districts, we suggest the 
advisability of employment of an expert 
detective, who on the occurrence of any 

-violation of the law might at once proceed 

^^.thu spot to collect evidence, and assist in 
^Ho' conviction of the guilty parties. 

While regretting the lots to the whole 
district of the valuaide and well-tried ser- 
vices of Mr. Hussey, we cannot rtfrain 
from congratulating him on his promotion 
to a more honorable and lucrative post, and 
while on this subject wo embrace the oppor- 
tnnity of welcoming back to our district his 
prcdecosFor Mr. Tunatall. 

In a former preaentnient wo notice a re- 
eommendation made that the Grand Jury 
be, in the future, more lar>iely drawn from 
tb« outlying diatricts, in preference to those 
from the town of Kumluops and vicinity. 
We are strongly of opinion, however, that 
due rcgurd has not hitherto been paid to 
the fact of the great expense entailed on 
Grand Jury men coming troin a distance of 
60 to 75 miles, in » direction where neither 
railroads nor steamboats exist. In regard 
to this matter, wo think far more attention 
should ho paid by the xherifT to the inuking 
ot a more equal annual selection of grand 
jurymen from each of the several surround- 
ing districts. 

Vour lordship's -visit to the Eastern 
Provinces has been, we trust, conduoire of 
both pleasi3re and. health- to Mrs. Walkem 
and family and to yourself, and we feel 
proud to learn from your own lips that your 

r^csire to return to this Province was sufB- 
ahyit to oreruome any wish you may have 

' bad'to remain amidst old memories. 

We sincerely trust the partiality shown 
for this section of the Dominion may be re- 
warded with such s, measure of health and 
strength that your lordship may long be 
tpartd to administer justice to the surround- 
ing districts.

MANGLKD BY A STREET OAR. 

Fearful Death of G. H. Pnmphrey, Who Falls 
Across the Track of a Seattle Tramway 
liine. 

The Seattle ptvpers contain the sickening 
details of the manner in which George H. 
Pumpbrey, munaecr at Portland, Or., of 
the Minneapolis Office and School Furniture 
Csmpany, came to his death by being run 
i0rer and out to pieces by the tram cura in 
jthat city- on Wednesday. The accident oe- 
cut-red at the corner . of Second and Union 
streets. According to all the testim'iny, 
Mr. Pumphrt-y, while attempting to mount 
a car, .slipped anrl fell between two tracks. 
Car No. 12 wus going up when the motor- 
man saw him full about 10 feet in front. Uc 
SljflB Btiui;k on the liiud liy the giiurd in 
front of the truck aiul dnigL'ed si.\ or seven 
feet undernciith the trmlc .aid the wliee!s. 
.\9 soon as the car hud .stopped it was evi- 
di'nt tha'u he otmid not survive. 
Ho strove to move liia leg-", but 
they worn both broken ; on elfort to 
move bis arms wub also a failure, for one of 
them was also broken ; the twitching of 
hia eyelids showed th'it he was making an 
attempt to open his eyes, and he rcille<l hia 
head lo and fro, thonfjh it was all cut open. 
His lips quivered in an attempt to spaik. 
Mid, at last, ho succeeiled in faintly arti- 
culating the cry : " My (iod ! My God ! 
What's ihc matter';" Then ho again be- 
came unooiiscifjus, the bfatiiig of his heart 
grow fainter, and at last life passed away 
from the bleeding mnsa of |lenh und 
bones. An eye witness thus describes the 
terriMe inciilcnt : " Ours was au open car, 
ind a man raised both hands to take hold of 
|he seat in which I was seated when he 
either slipped or caught bis foot on the step 
of the car, for he failed to grasp the up- 
tight, and fell hack across the track. I'll 
never forget the expression on his face when 
he slipped.

Thepoliticiansof Newfoundland have been 
obliged to come down from their very high 
horse in a niost undignified way.

Her Govern- 
ment were to treat the claims of the French 
Govcrnnicnt as absui d, and munt net as if 
they had never been made. The tHodit.i ri- 
t;e;i(2l which liad been made, without New- 
foundland's consent, pending the settlement 
of the matters ia dilute", must be with- 
drawn, and all such matters, as well as t he 
claim to catch and pack lob.'ter.", must, be 
subniitted to the court of arbitrators. Lord 
Salisbury must knuckle under to the incens- 
ed Newtoui d aiKler.-!, or they would do 
!!onicthing dreadful. They even threatened 
the British Premier, that if their demands 
were not granted they would join the Uni- 
ted .Stat.^.s. 

The bumptiousness of the Newfoundland- 
ers umuped even those who aynipa- hized 
with them. They made allowances for 
their unreasonableness, hut wondered how 
it was that they could not see that ~ good 
faith must be kept with France, and that it 
wus absurd to expect that a first class power, 
such as she is, would surrender what she 
believed hef just claims because a few col- 
oiiiBts considered that she demanded more 
than was her right. The British Premier, 
however, did not seem to have been in the 
least disturbed by the clamor made by tlic 
Newfoundlanders. He was determioed 
tliat the uproar which they were making 
would not force him to act in siicli a w,iy us 
to create new difliculties between the loiiii- 
try, for whose peace and welfare ho was 
responsible, and France. He negotiated the 
modus mvendi and the arbitration, and then 
proceeded to procure the enactment of the 
law necessary to put both them and the 
treaties with France with respect to New- 
foun<lland in force. 

The deputation from Newfoundland was 
treated with the utmost kindness and con- 
sideration, and the Newfoundland First 
Minister was heard at the bar of (be House 
of Lords. But Sir William Whiteway and 
his colleagues soon found that men of both 
parties in England hud determined that the 
national oljligations with France should be 
hoiieally carried out, and that due respect 
should be paid to the views of the French 
Government with regard to the interpre- 
tation of the treaties. The members of 
the Newfoundland deputation were con 
vinced thut it was hopeless to expect 
that the British Government would recede 
from the position it had taken. Th'y were 
told, however, that if the Newfoundland 
Legislature would euact the law needed for 
he jirnper cnforccmrnt of the modus 
viuendi und tho treaties, the measure then 
before the House of Lords would not ho 
pushed througli tho Comm ms. Sir Wiliiam 
Whiteway saw that there was nothing left 
for Newfoundland but to submit, and he 
graphed his determination to hia col- 
leagues in St John's. The Newfoandlsnd 
legislutors received the news with indigna- 
tion. It WHS iiitolerahle that they, after all 
tlicy had tuid and- done, should pass an act 
force tho objcctionub'e, and bitterly de- 
nounced moduji Vivendi, and, along with that, 
the award of tho arbitrators appointed 
without their knowledge and con- 
sent. It was, to\^ tell .theri truth) < a 
most unpalatable dish - of crow to 
t before tho Newfoundland Legislature. 
It is no wonder that they at first angrily 
refused to touch it, and they telegriiplii d 
their doteriiiinntioii to tlio depututiiin in 
Loudon. The House Sit with closed doors ; 
fivry speeches were mude; the delegates 
were denounced, and a strongly- ' wWrdod 
resolution, condemnatory of tho action of 
tho deputation, wiis piiasod. Tho aotipii of 
tho House was almost unanimouj. f 
When hews of what had been done 



reached '^^iof^^ the delegation which bad 
been Wpdjatod felt oeorly as angry as did 
U»« "legislators in St. John's. But Sir 
\A'illiam Whiteway ii» evidently a man not 
to be trifled with- He telegraphed back 
that if the Legislature refused to pRSS the 
Act requ1red,.l)ojWonlji return home at once 
and dissolve the House of Assembly. The 
ni^rabers.of ..that, bodj; evidently believed 
that tlie Premier moint" what heanid, and 
tho prospect of going to the country at that 
particular time wus not, by any IliCans, 
plea.sant to them. So thoy had. tho dish of 
crow brought up oguin and proceeded to eat 
it with ft very ill grace. After many wry 
faces, and some bitter speeches, they passed 
a resolution pledging tbomBelvy 'to carry a 
measure to give effect to the modus vivendi, 
the award and tho treaties. Mr. Morine, 
one of tho delegates, orrired soon after, 
bringing with him the diltasteful bill, cut 
and dried, which was carried" In' tho Legis- 
latue OB the 19th of last month. 

This is, we presume, the end of tho New- 
foundland agitation. Great Britain will, 
no doubt, try to get the best terms it can 
for the people of Newfoundland, but it will 
not attempt to repudiate its obligations with. 
France, entered into long before Newfound- 
laiul had a Government of its own— before, 
indeed, it could bo called a colony. Tho 
mistake that the Newfoundlanders mude 
wuu to attempt to prevail upon the Mother 
Country to disregard its treaty obligations. 

A I'llOHIHITWN VlGTORr. 

Among the devices that were resorted to 
to evade the prohibitory laws of tho States 
was the importation of liquor in small pack 
ages, which could be sold unopened with 
out violating the Slate law. This wan tho 
original package dodge, which w&s con- 
sidered exceedingly clever. The Legislature 
of Iowa passed a law making it illegal to 
sell these unopeued oclgitial packages. The 
constitntionalrty of this law was contested, 
and the question as to whether it wus con- 
stitutional or not was eubtnittcd to the 
Supremo Court. The decision wa.s against 
the law. Congress was then applied to to 
pass an act providing that States in which 
prohibitory law* had been enacted 
could enforce those ' laws, and -prevent 
the gulo oi liquor imported from 
other States in tho original packnge 

This law, by the opponents of prohibition, 
was declared to be unconstitutional, and 
the Supreme Court was again appealed to. 
The Court decided that the law is cou- 
stitutionfiL This is looked upon as u great 
victory by the prohibitiohists of the United 
States, because it makes prohibition laws 
much easier of enforcement than they have 
hitlierto been. But it will, we venture to 
say, be found exceedingly difficult to pre- 
vent those who are fond of strong drink, 
and those who look upon the prohibitory 
laws as arbitrary and oppressive, from 
breaking the law they detest and obtain- 
ing the drink they like. The Otttfwa Citi- 
zen, ooniinentfaig upon prohibition in Iowa, 
says : 

The fundamental fault with tho Iowa 
Prohibition .I>aw seems to be that the feeL 
ing in ihe State is by no means to largely 
in favor of it as was suppo.scd ; and, there- 
fore, there is a strong disposition to fight 
the law and evade it in every way. Leav- 
ing for the nioment the financial aspect of 
a. Prohibitory Law out of the question, it 
may be fairly taken for granted that the 
pua.iage of such on Act by Parliament, 
would at once result in the question of its 
constitutionality being raised, and long and 
cosily litigiition would ensue. The social 
and fiscal revolution involved in the adop 
tion of Prohibition is not one which can ht 
lasting or enduringly beneficial if brought 
about hurriedly, and before it has been 
thoroughly and thoughtfully considered in 
all its bearings ; and, therefore, wi; again 
urge upon Parliament the advisability of 
acting only after due investigation and 
deliberation on the matter, and not on a 
mere ha<ty impulse. Go slow, gentlemen, 
if you wish to be sure. 

There is a great deal of truth and com- 
mon sense in what the Citizen guys. Laws 
that do not carry with thorn the approval of 
the great majority of tho people, and which 
do not recommend themselves to the public 
conscience us being just and necessary, are 
always diflScuIt of enforcement.

tadleations of Another Hitch iu the 
Matter Before It Reaches 
Arbltratloii. 



The Q.nestiou of Compensation for tiie 
Sealers is Now the ISource ; 
of Trouble. ' 



WAsmnoTOS, June 5. — There is a fair 
prospeotfqr.another bitch in the Behring's 
Sea mattisr before it reaches arbitratiob, 
and'thqre^ ore obstacles- yet to overcome 
before an agreement ci^ni bo reached for a 
closed season. The ' bill passed by the 
House ot Commons confers authority 
upon the Queen to issue a proclamation pro- 
hibiting British subjects from taking seals 
during a certain period ; bnt the 
issttunce of this proolaniation is dependent 
upon the disposition of the Queen, or 
rather ol Lord Salisbury. The British 
Government, it is understood, will insist 
that the United States shall be pledged to 
pay British subjects for any losses sus- 
tained through deprivation of scaling 
privileges during the closed season, if the 
contentions of the United States are not 
sustained by the arbitration. On the 
other hand, tho British Government will 
probably agree to pay damages to the Am- 
erican Company in case a different decision 
is reached. Of course, tho President can 
give no such pledge for the payment of 
(lanmges, that being a matter that Con- 
greai alone can deal with, and Congress 
not being in seision this question compli- 
cates the situation, so that it is r.ow doubt- 
ful how the matter will be settled.

(From tlio Nelson Minor.) 
Tho party of Canadian Pacific engineers 
who were ordered to make an e:;p!oration 
trip from Bear (^reek station, ou tlio main 
line, to llio head of Kootcnay lake, pa.ssed 
through Nelson, this week, on their way to 
report to the cliief engineer at Vancouver. 
While tlie following information was not 
obtained from either of the engineers, it 
may bo cnnaidered reliable:. Beaver River 
valley was followed to the summit of the 
pass between that river and the headwaters 
of Duncan river. The ascent of the valley 
is giM.duil, but the altitude of the pass was 
found to he 4,f)00 feet, only about 200«feet 
lower than that of Rogers' pass, on the 
ma 111 lino. Five feet of snow was 
encountered on the ' Sth instant, and 
ill descending the valley of the Duucun 
snow-slides were encountered for a distance 
of Hyp miles.
